that the socialist states cannot 
and will not allow a situation, 
where die vital interests of so­ 
cialism are infringed upon. .

Escanaba is host today and tomorrow to 
the members of the Michigan Education Asso­ 
ciation in the Upper Peninsula, mostly our U. P. 
school teachers. The city welcomes this distin­ 
guished group and wishes it well in its annual 
lelf-improvement workshop. 
Usually there are more than 2.000 attend­ 
ing the conference, but there was speculation in 
advance of this week’s meeting that the number 
might be somewhat smaller this year because 
attendance is no longer a mandatory activity. 
It is now* up to the individual school system to 
excuse teachers for the MEA conference and 
the time must be made up in the school year. 
(Teachers are paid for attendance with some­ 
thing extra for expenses, but the days aren’t 
state aid days.) 
We hope that the sessions here will attract 
« large turnout of teachers on the new* basis for 
attendance, because w*e believe that the conven­ 
tion holds a worthwhile potential for professional 
imnrovement. Tile choice to attend or not attend 
is, we believe, a good thine because it pressures 
for excellence in the MEA institutes. 
Teachers will be attending because the 
meetings are helpful to teaching competence, 
and not because of a mandatory order to shut 
down the schools for tw*o days in October while 
the teachers have a gypsy picnic and listen to 
Leftv Gomez and other “educators.”

We note changes in this year’s program de­ 
signed to improve the quality of the conference, 
like the reduction of general sessions with their 
scattershot appeal to inspiration and general 
knowledge. The more specific the sessions are 
and the more tightly related betw*een subject 
matter and subject teachers, the greater the 
benefits from the institutes, say teachers. 
Tins is the largest professional gathering 
each year in the Upper Peninsula. It is under 
inspection for worth and justification of what 
It costs in taxes and the current meeting em­ 
bodies efforts at reform that indicate improve­ 
ment. There is at the same time this week a 
statewide meeting of community college faculty 
members which was started by the MEA (since 
disaffiliated) but U. P. community colleges like 
Bay de Noc in Escanaba aren’t participating. 
The expense is considered non-justifiable.

One of the benefits of the MEA conventions 
Is that teachers are reminded what an important 
group they are members of. We have 200 U. P. 
physicians and more than 2,000 school teachers. 
And they are in a period of great change in 
which they have, by their organization and mil­ 
itancy, raised their pay (and the taxpayers' 
blood pressure) and broken the w*alls of the edu­ 
cational ghetto. 
This should be regarded as a service to 
America, once we get over the shock of the 
teaching profession's pay demands, for it puts 
a fair price on intellectuality in a country which 
has been paying more for a muscle union job 
that requires only minor skills. 
These are the people who teach our young, 
we entrust to them our m o s t precious pos­ 
sessions and expect them to inspire our boys 
and girls to intellectual growth that will make 
them moral and industrious men and women. 
This is a difficult w*ork and it becomes more 
difficult as knowledge grows and the social ills 
of the world increase and cynicism and distrust 
of our establishments nibbles at the faith that 
made us stronger when the world was simpler.

Biggest Duck Hunt 
Is All Year Thing

Most waterfowl hunters who 
put their shotguns away for the 
year along in December aren’t 
aware that the “world’s biggest 
duck 
hunt” 
is a year-round 
thing. 
Before any hunter gets ex­ 
cited about joining this “hunt.” 
let’s explain that the “hunt” is 
work, not recreation; that the 
“hunters” observe 
and 
even 
handle the ducks and geese but 
don’t shoot them; and that the 
weaponry includes cannon nets, 
aircraft, voice 
recorders 
and 
sophisticated computers . . . 
but no shotguns. 
The “world’s 
biggest 
duck 
hunt” never ends. It spans the 
continent from coast to coast 
and from the Arctic tundra to 
the Banana Republics. It is con­ 
ducted by hundreds of highly 
trained professional waterfowl 
managers from three 
nations. 
On its success hinges the future 
of North America’s waterfowl 
resource and the sport of wa- 
terfowling. 
By any standard, the effort to 
keep tabs on 
the 
continent’s 
migratory 
waterfowl 
popula­ 
tions ranks as the most inten­ 
sive and comprehensive wild­ 
life survey in the w-orld. 
Prairie Potholes 
The bulk of North America’s 
game ducks are produced in the 
prairie pothole section of the 
U. S. and Canada. Below the 
border, the best portions lie in 
western Minnesota, the Dakotas 
and parts of 
Nebraska 
and 
eastern Montana. North of the 
border, the rolling wheatlands 
of southern Alberta, Saskatche­ 
wan and Manitoba comprise the 
prime duck producing area. 
Certainly other parts of the 
two nations produce ducks, but 
none are as productive 
when 
conditions are right as the pot- 
hole-studded moraine 
of 
the 
high plains. 
The prime duck production 
region 
covers about 3 million 
square miles. In years good for 
ducks — wet ones — some 6 
million small, marshy ponds dot 
this expanse. With 
favorable 
weather and 
ample 
breeding 
stock, they shuck out broods of 
young 
ducks 
in 
prodigious 
numbers. 
By 
contrast, years 
such as 1968 — when only 1.7 
million ponds had 
water 
in 
May and only .9 million exist­ 
ed by July — duck production 
drops sharply. 
Big Duck Hunt 
As winter wanes and the wold 
ducks and geese heed their age­ 
old instincts and nead north to 
t h e i r 
traditional 
breeding 
grounds, the Big 
Duck 
Hunt 
starts. 
Pilot-observer teams of the 
U. S. Bureau of Sport Fisheries 
and Wildlife begin their annu­ 
al migration north, too, often 
arriving on the nesting grounds 
‘ahead of the ducks. 
By 
late 
May, these teams have started 
•their aerial transect flights cov­ 
ering an 80,000 mile route. They 
criss-cross the duck factory at 
an altitude of IOO feet, count­ 
ing and recording the number, 
sex and species 
of 
breeding 
ducks on the potholes. They al­ 
so record the number and quali­ 
ty of ponds. 
The May-June counts mea­ 
sure the distribution and size 
of the duck breeding popula­ 
tion. They also evaluate water

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in July but this time, broods of 
young ducks are recorded as 
one measure of probable nest­ 
ing success. Drakes 
or 
pairs 
still lingering on potholes at 
this time are also counted — as 
an indication of a late nesting 
effort. Habitat is evaluated once 
again to forecast its ability to 
hold up during the brood-rear­ 
ing period. 
Ground Best 
Crews of Bureau waterfowl 
specialists also move into the 
transect areas to conduct “beat- 
outs.” This involves moving on 
foot and by boat through rep­ 
resentative marsh areas on the 
transect routes to count and 
identify every duck 
present. 
The ground and air counts are 
then compared to 
provide 
a 
visibility correction factor need­ 
ed to make the aerial counts as 
accurate as possible. 
The federal Bureau also has 
veteran 
biologists 
scattered 
throughout the breeding range 
conducting long-term intensive 
studies in key production areas. 
Some of these studies are aimed 
at learning more about species 
in short supply such as the can­ 
vasback and redhead. All pro­ 
vide more insight into the rela­ 
tionship between habitat con­ 
ditions and duck production. 
Skilled waterfowl biologists 
from other agencies 
and 
or­ 
ganizations work closely with 
Bureau personnel in the over­ 
all effort. These men come from 
the Canadian Wildlife Service, 
Ducks Unlimited, the Canadian 
provinces 
and 
the 
Flyway 
Councils. Much of the total pro­ 
gram would not 
be 
possible 
without 
the 
contributions of 
these veteran scientists and ob­ 
servers. 
Wild Duck Count 
The continent’s wild ducks, 
which have numbered as high 
as 130 million (in wet 1956) and 
as low as 75 million (in dry 
1962) will have 
been 
under 
close scrutiny for month* be­ 
fore they are *een by the Am­ 
erican hunter. 
By that time, waterfowl spe­ 
cialist* 
and 
statisticians will 
have fed volumes 
of 
data 
through computers to determ­ 
ine what kind of a duck crop 
has been produced. 
The data wdll show how much 
of this fall duck flight may be 
safely harvested by Canadian, 


American and Latin American 
hunters. This information will 
have been translated into hunt­ 
ing regulations which will put 
IO to 20 million ducks in the 
hunters’ collective bag. 
The breeding grounds survey 
is only one of 
five 
surveys 
which waterfowl managers use 
to transform wild ducks into 
recreation for millions of North 
Americans.

Tile 
government soldiers also seized 
a 75mm recoilless cannon, a ba­ 
zooka rocket launcher, two as­ 
sault rifles and a quantity of 
mines and ammunition. No gov­ 
ernment casualties were report­ 
ed. 
Fighting hit its lowest level in 
a week, and U.S. officers said 
that enemy is scaling down his 
efforts in some areas. 
The slowdown was reflected 
in the weekly casualty report is­ 
sued by the U.S. Command. 
Headquarters said 247 Ameri­ 
cans were killed in action dur­ 
ing the seven-dav period ending 
at midnight last Saturday. This 
was a drop of 43 from the pre­ 
vious week. South Vietnamese 
casualties also dropped, from 
473 killed two weeks ago to 316 
dead last week. Enemy casual­ 
ties were put at 2,866 compered 
with 3.380 the week before. 
Allied troops continued to un­ 
cover huge weapons and food 
stockpiles, adding to the more 
than IOO tons of supplies they 
seized from the enemy last 
month. These seizures apparent­ 
ly either delayed or canceled 
planned enemy attacks.

WASHINGTON 'AP) _ Rob­ 
ert P. Griffin, the man who 
Harked the fight that blocked 
ronfirmation of Abe Fortas as 
chief justice, is a back-row sen­ 
ator 
who 
bucked 
President 
Johnson, leaders of his own par­ 
ty and the nation's legal estab­ 
lishment. 
Not that the 44-year-old Michi­ 
gan Republican, first elected to 
the 
Senate 
two 
years 
ago, 
claims a single-handed victory 
in forcing Johnson’s withdrawal 
of the nomination Wednesday, 
at Fortas’ request. 
Griffin readily acknowledges 
that the help of GOP colleagues 
as well as support from South­ 
ern Democrats was essential to 
bringing about the defeat of a 
nominee for chief justice for the 
first time since 1795 
Received ‘Blind Call’ 
Nonetheless, it was the un im­ 
posing. soft-spoken senator who 
spearheaded 
the 
drive 
who 
turned up much of the ammuni­ 
tion for the opposition. 
An example: Griffin got “a 
Wind call” tipping him to the 
fact 
that 
Fortas 
was 
paid 
$15,000 for lecturing at a sum­ 
mer law’ school seminar out of 
$30,000 in donations solicited by 
a former law partner. Paul A. 
Porter, from five men with far- 
flung business and financial in­ 
terests. 
He still doesn t know who 
made the call. 
This was said by many sena­ 
tors to have seriously damaged 
the appointment’s chance. 
What first started Griffin off 
was a newspaper item last June 
14 saying that Chief Justice 
Ear! Warren " , . . may quit be­ 
fore President Johnson's term 
runs out. Reason: He hopes to 
have a voice in selection af his 
successor. ” 
Not Warren’s Business 
Griffin says his reaction, as a 
lawyer, was that “That's none 
af W’arren’s business.” 
A week later, before Warren’s i 
intention to retire was officially 
known and before Fortas’ nomi­ 
nation w’as submitted. Griffin 
made a brief Senate speech say­ 
ing that “I shall not vote to con­ 
firm an appointment of the next 
chief justice by a lame duck 
President.” 
In an interview* in his office 
Wednesday. Griffin said that at 
the time “I didn’t think of w a ­ 
ning or losing. I just decided 
that on the basis of the apparent 
political 
motives 
involved, 
I 
wasn’t going to vat* for any 
nominee.” 
At a Senate Republican Policy 
Committee luncheon after his 
Senate speech. Griffin said, he

found quite a few of his GOP 
colleagues agreed. 
Griffin 
and California 
Sen. j 
George Murphy then circulated 
a statement declaring the filling 
of any Supreme Court vacancies i 
should be left to the next presi-1 
dent and pledging to oppose any 
nominees submitted by Johnson 
in the closing months of his ad­ 
ministration. 
Cronyism 
The statement, signed by 18 of 
the 36 Republican senators, was 
issued on June 26 shortly after 
Johnson announced Warren's in­ 
tent to retire and his nomination 
of Fortas, an old friend and ad­ 
visor, to succeed him. At the 
same time federal Judge Homer 
Thorn berry, another old friend 
of Johnson’s was nominated to 
replace Fortas as an associate 
justice. 
Griffin denounced the appoint­ 
ments as examples of “cron­ 
yism at its worst” and renewed J 
his objection to nominations by 
a “lame duck” president. 
But as the controversy wrent 
on, he said, senators ended up 
with “a basketful” otf other rea­ 
sons for opposing Fortas’ confir- j 
mation. No vacancy existed be­ 
cause of the circumstances of 
W’arren’s retirement, the court’s 


decisions were wrong in the 
fields of crime and pornogra­ 
phy, the $15,000 lecture fee, and 
testimony that Fortas had con­ 
tinued to serve as an adviser to 
Johnson after going on the court 
as an associate justice in 1965. 
Giant-Killer 
Griffin, regarded as a politi­ 
cal moderate, left the attacks on 
the court’s decisions to other 
senators. He said that for the 
most part he is in agreement 
with its rulings. 
The failure of the antifilibus­ 
ter move, by a 14-vote margin 
on Tuesday, doomed Fortas' 
chances and led to the with­ 
drawal of the nomination. 
Griffin is no stranger to the 
giant-killer role. His congres­ 
sional career started in 1956 
with a victory over a three-term 
representative. 
He w*as a major force in the 
overthrow of Rep. Charles A. I 
Halleck as GOP leader and he j 
was co-author of the Landrum- 
Griffin Act, which w*as passed 
over the strenuous objections otf 
the labor movement, a power 
political force in his home state.
